Yesterday ifternoon was a legal holiday. I was absent. Wil- 


liam J. Burns took this opportunity, by swearing out a bogus com- 
plaint, to seize jpon the offices of the United Railroads and make a 
search of its papers and records. One o£ the men sent along with 
the police officer was the notorious Schmdler, who hab been proved 
in court to have circulated a bogus petition under my name, amongst 
others, which he sought to have signed under the representation that 
he was friendly to me. It has been proved in open court that he lied 
when he presented this petition to a number of citizens of San F^an- 
cisco who were likely to be called for ju-y duty 
The evident pur- 


pose of this lying petition was to prejudice me before the public and 
to |disquahfy jurors. 
Examined Many Private Papers 


The other was a Burns agent named Russell. It was these two 


men who searched among the papers of the United Railroads, among 
my private papors and among those of Mr. Abbott and Mr. Mullally 
I call you, gen lemen, to witness how frequently I piotested when 
these two men i arefully looked through papers whjch, from the head- 
ings, bore unquestioned evidence that they could never have been in 
Burns' possession- I call you further to witness that on one occa- 
sion, when I protested against these minions of Burns and Spfeckels 
going through -ny private telegrams and those of the company, that 
one of them said he was looking for a signature to telegiams 


This could not under any stretch of law have been within the! 


purview of a search warrant made avowedly for the puipose ol se- 
curing ^papers claimed to belong to Burns 
The evident purpose of 


this search wa-rant was not to obtain napers belonging to Burns, 
because he weJl knew that the United Railroads did not have any 
paper belonging to him. This search warrant was a fishing expedi- 
tion, gotten ou: during my absence, for the purpose of lookm> into 
the private affairs of the United Railroads, and, If possible, gathering 
from the files some evidence to support their alleged charge of bubcry 
against me. 
Prosecution Has Overreached Itsell 


I believe that the American people love liberty. 
I believe at 


heart they are honest, fair and upii^ht, and I therefore believe that 


I the prosecution, in this last high-handed outrage, has overreached 


itself, and that the whole country will be rapidly brought to a realiza- 
tion of the inf imies which have marked iLs careei 
You have seen 


how the offices of the United Railro-ids, over the protest of its of- 
ficers, were wracked, its doors broken open, its safes crocked by evi- 
dently an expert cracksman. 


This search and the manner of its conduct is a fitting climax to 


the course whi:h the prosecution has pursued towards me Its mem- 
bers well fcnov that their days of power are numbered 
They know 


that, after hav ng postponed my trial for nearly two >ears, that in a | 
short time it vill be submitted to a jury. They know that,(m spite j 
of an unscrupulous special ptosecutor and a hostile court, it wi" be 
extremely difficult for them to impanel a jury which will do their 
bidding. The examination of the vomremcn has demonstrated this 
fact. Like desperate and unscrupulous men, they are seeking, on the
